From enquiries which we have 
made it is evident that there have 
been a creat many revolvers und 
ether weapons in the possession 
of Flongkeng people who have 
had no permitto keep them. In 
cotupliance with the request that 
such arms should be delivered up 
to the police. there has heen quite, 
a big response. The explanation 
given in some cuses was that the 
owners were deceased ur had left 
the Colony, leaving their arms 
with their relatives. So far, about 
fifty sporting ritles and some two 
hundred revolvers and other 
weapons have been handed in ta 
the police. A number of these 
were souvenirs brought back by 
ex-Service men, whilst seme 
others, we learn. were Service 
weapons belonging to ex-officers 
who have returmed to civil life. 
There are probabl? many more 
arms posesssed without a permit, 
and we would take this uppor- 
tunity uf advising any holding 
such weapons to surrender them 
without further delay, or they 
may get inte serigus trouble. 
Many Europeans, we fear, own 
reyolvers without having cover 
appliedfora permit. They would 


be wise to look into this matter. |
